ASTHMA AND CONSUMPTION. 
OST of us are of the opinion that 
asthmatics do not have consump-~ 
tion and consumptives do not 
have asthma. The notion pre- 
Vailed that there was some sort of an 
| antagonism between the two conditions. 
| Many an asthmatic has consoled himself 
for the inconvenience of his present ail- 
ment by thinking, “ Well,.*bad as it is 
it protects me from consumption, which 
is wurse.” 

Some authorities of the &lden time 
admitted that asthmatics contracted con- 
sumption sometimes, but claimed that 
when'consumption developed the asthma 
got well. In recent years investigators 
have found that a lot of old asthmatics 
are really old consumptives. 

Soca found that of 700 asthmatics care- 
fully examined 500 had consumption. Pot- 
tenger found that seven out of seventy- 
five consumptives in his sanitarium had 
asthma also. Dr. E. B. Freilich found 
that in forty-nine cases of open con- 
sumption living in their homes in one 


asthma also.- | 


In ordinary bronchial asthma there is 
& more or less chronic, persisting bron- 
chitis as a basic work. The bronchitis 
subject becomes easily susceptible to the 
chemical secreted by the bacteria in his 
bronchial tubes, just as other men be- 
come susceptible to eggs, and still others 
salmon: When this susceptibility is 
eveloped the man gets a condition of 
his bronchial-tubes somewhat akin to 
that of the skin in hives. He yearns for 
air just as the hives man yearns for the 

privilege of scratching. 

The asthma part of the picture is the 
difficult breathing. 

In most cases of consumption there is 
considerable bronchitis. That is where 
most of the sputum comes from.” If over- 
susceptibility to the secretions of the 
bacilli of bronchitis is developed asth- 
ma is the result. On the other hand, 
what is to prevent tubercular infection 
of a lung in which there is chroni@pron- 
chitis? .- 


As Dr. Freilich says, the practical angle 
to this matter is that a lot of old asth- 
matics are careless spitters because they 
think their spitting does no hafm, 
whereas they are consumptives and are 
doing much harm by promiscuous spit- 
ting. 

Again, many people assume that be- 
cause they are asthmatics they cannot 
contract consumption and they expose 
themselves unnecessarily. Finally, when 
doctors and nurses are told a person has 
asthma they are apt to pass the ver 
lightly, thinking consumption out of .the 
question. Dr. Freilich thinks every asth- 
matic should have several sputum exami- 
nations once a year at least in order to 
rule out consumption. 

Asthmatics who have fever, lose weight, 
have night sweats, a rapid pulse, or who 
spit blood should have a careful chest 
examination for consumption. An asth-

About Dec. 5, 1920, the price of coal 
was reduced 75 cants ‘rr ton and the 
amount paid the’ mineys was reduced 50 
cents per ton. The mihers stopped work. 
Friday rmorning the mules were 
taken up and the shaft was closed. Over 
fifty ‘miners are now idle at Braidwood, 
besides teamsters and other employés. 
The mine is not on a railroad, so a num- 
ber of teamsters have been employed 
hauling coal to the cars for shipment.

CHICAGO TOGAIN 
1 CONGRESSMAN 
LEADERS’ PLAN 


BY E. O. PHILLIPS. 
Illinois gets two additional members 
of congress by the reapportionment 
bill agreed to yesterday at Washing- 
ton by a majority of the house com- 
mittee having the matter in charge. 
This will give Illinois ewenty-nine mem- 
bers, instead of twenty-seven. A bill 
to redistrict the state will be submitted 
to the legislature shortly after it or- 
ganizes on Jan. 5. 

The policy of the Small administra- 
tion and the Republican state com- 
mittee, it became known yesterday, is 
to have two new districts created, and 
to have two members elected at large, 
as has been the rule ror the last ten 
years. This scheme is understood to 
have been approved by present mem- 
| pers of congress. The main” feature 
seems to be that probably there wil! 
be no changes in downstate districts, 


with the exception of the that 
center around Chicago. 
One New Chicago District. 

Under the plan one of the two new 
districts will come to Chicago, probably 
to the northwest side, and the new 
downstate district will be created from 
Republican territory now in the Cop- 
ley, Fuller, and Cannon districts, with 
the addition of Lake county. 

The northern district would consist 
of Lake, McHenry, Boone, and Winne- 


all, and La Salle would make another, 
and Will, Grundy, Du Page, and Kan. 
kakee constitute the third, all of which 
would be strongly Republican. 
Fight Seen on Alternative, 

The alternative of this, it was said, 
is to have. a genera: reapportionment, 
with no members at large. Under such 


a plan, on the basis of population, Chi 
cago would insist upon three of the 
four’ new districts. This certainly 
would be opposed downstate, and the 
deadlock: that has prevented a redis. 
tricting for the las. tem years probably 
would continue. In the event of failure 
of the legislature to pass a reappor 
‘= ment. act, four congressmen at 
large will be elected in 1922.

* During all ‘the time last week and 
when the meetings and conferences 
were being held Col. T. L. Huston, half 
ewner of the Yankees, was confined to 
his home with illness. After considera- 
tion of the details Col. Huston today 
issued a broadside against Johnson, in 
which he charges Johnson and his fol- 
lowers with being dissenters in the 
new régime, insisting that only the 
elimination of Johnson and his power 
win make possible the peace in base- 
ball which is so eagerly sought. 

Huston’s statement follows: 

“Johnson’s action in breaking the 
precedent of eighteen years in not 
electing New York, Boston, and Chi- 
cago members of the board of directors 
of the American league indicated clear- 
ly that he and his ‘willful five’ are dis- 
senters from the new Landis régime in 
baseball, and shows how very deeply 
he resents the part which these three 
clubs had in bringing about the new 
order of things. 


“Johnson Is Very Bitter.” 


“Johnson is against any plan that 
dees not originate with him. He is 
reluctant to relinquish the power 
which is passing from his hands, due 
to his own incompetence. “ Johnson is 
very bitter against the owners of the 
three clubs—-New York, Chicago, and 
Boston—because it was they who, in 
the Mays case, gave him his first real 
setback in baseball, and it was these 
same three owners who, by combining 
with the National league, compelled 
Johnson to relinquish his throttle hold 
on baseball. He can show his resent- 
ment only by the petty exercise of 
power in his own league. | 

“During the last two years Johnson 
has been strong and loud in his oppo- 
sition to Judge Landis as chairman 
of the national commission. During 
the last year Johnson has fought the 
appointment of Judge Landis as chair- 
man of the commission and success- 
fully rem’sted the judge's entrance into 
basebali until compelled to consent at 
the recent Chicago meeting. 


Says Ban Was Deserted. 

“Johnson's show of acquiescence is 
the veriest hypocrisy. He had to sur- 
tender at the recent Chicago meeting 
because his “ willful five’ deserted him 
M the fear that the proposed twelve 
db league would injure their property 
investment. No other reason would 
appeal to them. 

“It was hoped the adoption of the 
Rew national agreement would bring 
about peace in baseball and leave all 
concerned free to devote their time 
to the purification of the game itself. 
Johnson has willfully broken open old 
Sores, and his evident intention is to 
kick up and perpetuate rows which 
will be calculated to disgust and dis- 
courage Judge Landis at the start, but 
it is certain that Judge Landis will 
quickly find means to curb Johnson 
and his puppets.
